I believe 
that for every problem, there’s 
a solution, and for every dis- 
ease, there’s a cure. You just 

hhave to go out and seek it.” 

Pulmonary Fibrosis is a dis- 
ease in which lungs are ren- 
dered scarred by the gradual 
replacement of air sacs with 
fibrotic tissue. When scars 
form, the fibrotic tissue 
becomes thicker and causes an 
irreversible loss of the body’s 
ability to transfer oxygen into 
the bloodstream. The disease 
strikes both men and women, 
usually men, between the ages 
of 40 and 60 years old. 

Those who have Pulmonary 
Fibrosis experience rapid 
weight loss, a diminished 
appetite, a discomfort in the 
chest, fatigue, weakness, a 
chronic and dry hacking cough, 
and a shortness of breath that 
usually results from various 
levels of exertion. 

‘To mitigate the shortness of 
breath, Pulmonary Fibrosis 
patients need an oxygen tank 
on hand. Some need to draw on 
their tank constantly, providing

departure of Lynn Duncan. 

Duncan tendered her resigna- 
tion to the Town of Wilmington 
on Tuesday, June 1, in order to 
accept a position as the City 
Planner/Community 
Development Director for 
Salem, Massachusetts.

Plan hopes to 
answer affordable 
housing needs

WILMINGTON On 
Thursday, May 27, the Master 
Plan Committee hosted the sec- 
ond of two public forums for the 
purpose of discussing the future 
of affordable housing in 
Wilmington. 

According to a presentation 
given by Ralph Wilmer, of 
McGregor & Associates, an 
Affordable Housing Plan 
(AHP) is a guide to manage 
future production of housing in 
order to ensure that affordable 
housing will be available to 
Wilmington residents and to 
maximize their choice of hous- 
ing types. 

“This plan will be an impor- 
tant tool for town residents, 
boards, and officials as the 
community continues to make 
decisions about housing devel- 
opment,” Wilmer said. 

According to Lynn Duncan, 
Wilmington’s Director of 
Planning & Conservation, the 
AHP will be used as a guide, 
not a binding document. 

The development of an AHP 
will provide the town with pro- 
tection against Chapter 40B 
projects deemed to be inconsis- 
tent with community needs, 
while still providing desperate- 
ly needed affordable housing. 


According to statistics based 
on the 2000 .census, someone 
earning the median income of 
approximately $70,000 annually 
can afford a $243,500 home 
assuming a 10 percent down 
payment on a 30-year fixed rate 
at 6 percent interest. The medi 
an home in Wilmington is 
priced at $343,000, leaving an 
affordability gap of $99,500. 

Using the same set of vari 
ables, even households earning 
120 percent of the median 
income, approximately $84,000 
annually, are left with a $39,000 
affordability gap. 

Households earning 80 percent 
of the median household 
income, approximately $56,000 
annually, are eligible for afford- 
able housing under state law. 

Demographics currently in 
need of affordable housing 
include renters, the elderly, 
young families, single-parent 
households, young adults, town 
employees, and empty nesters. 

The highest priority goal of 
the AHP is “to use innovative 
mechanisms to increase the 
stock of affordable housing in 
town, while accommodating 
community conéerns and pre- 
serving town character.”

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Water ban in 
effect indefinitely

WILMINGTON - The town’s 
water ban, established last 
August, will continue into the 
summer and the foreseeable 
future. Even private wells may 
soon be affected. 

Stipulations of the ban, which 
have been handed down direct- 
ly from the Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP), include the absolute 
barring of all sprinklers, 
whether underground or above. 
Residents may use hand-held 
hoses only, but only before 9 
a.m. and after 5 p.m. 

Wilmington lost 60 percent of 
its pumping capacity when the 
town was forced to close 5 of its 
9 wells in early 2003 due to the 
detection of contaminants orig- 
inating from the Olin Chemical 


site at 51 Eames Street and, 
possibly, the Maple Meadow 
Landfill, which directly abuts a 
key aquifer. 

Last summer, Wilmington was 
forced to purchase water from 
surrounding communities to 
meet demand. The costs 
incurred by the town for those 
purchases have been reim- 
bursed in full by Olin Chemical. 

Wilmington did purchase 
water from Burlington last 
week and has standing agree- 
ments with that community, 
Woburn, and North Reading. 
Additionally, the town does 
have a connection to 
‘Tewksbury’s water system and 
will negotiate with Tewksbury if 


necessary.

Korean War veteran 


Ensign Ronald Eaton: Gone, but not forgotten 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 

WILMINGTON - Once a year, 
on Memorial Day, a contingent 
of veterans goes to the intersec- 
tion of Glen Road and Main 
Street and lays a wreath at the 
monument for Ens. Ronald 
Eaton. 

Thousands of people drive by 
that monument every day, but 
few know the story of the 22- 
year-old Navy pilot who was 
tossed overboard once and shot 
down twice in the Korean War 
in 1952. 

Eaton was one of nine chil- 
dren of Bernard and Elsie 
Eaton. The monument for their 
son is practically in the front 
yard of the family home. 

The Eatons moved to 
Wilmington in 1938, settling on 
Cottage Street. Seven years 
later, they bought the Caswell 
house, one of the more notewor- 
thy homes at Silver Lake. 
Moving day in 1945 was memo- 
rable. The Silver Lake ice house 
across the street burned the 
same day. 

Ronald graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 1947 
and then studied at Acadia 
University in Nova Scotia for 
two years. With hostilities

growing in Korea, he entered 
the U.S. Navy pilot training 
program and became an 
Ensign. 

He was assigned to a 
squadron of Corsair bombers, 
on the USS Bon Homme 
Richard. Eaton was the 
youngest pilot in the squadron, 
and his story deserves to be 
told. 

On July 16, 1952, the Boston 
Globe ran a story calling him 
the “Bay State Hard Luck Kid.” 
The following narrative was 
written based on information 
provided in the Globe story 
(1952), the Wilmington 
Crusader (1952) and the Town 
Crier (1966). 

As the Bon Homme Richard 
made its way across the Pacific 
in late May 1952, Eaton and his 
plane were tossed overboard 
somewhere near Hawaii. After 
a 45-minute search, rescuers 
were ready to give up when 
someone heard a police whistle 
blowing. It was Eaton. He was 
plucked from the water and 
returned to the carrier. 

Following his rescue, Eaton 
wrote a poem about being a 
pilot and his experience. That 
poem was read at the dedica-

tion of his monument on 
Memorial Day, 1966, and was 
published in the Town Crier a 
week later. 

The Bon Homme Richard 
arrived off the coast of Korea 
in mid-June. The Corsair 
Squadron's first attack mission 
was against power plants on the 
Yalu River. 

On his third mission, on June 
24, with the squadron flying at 
12,000 feet, Ens. Eaton radioed 
that he was losing oil pressure. 
His engine had been hit. 

Two of his flying mates 
accompanied him as he 
dropped out of formation. Lt. 
Jack Sargent pulled alongside 
and told him to drop his bombs, 
which Eaton did. 

Eaton then radioed that he 
was bailing out. He safely eject- 
ed from the Corsair, after radio- 
ing a Mayday signal. Dropping 
into enemy territory, he did not 
open his parachute until he had 
reached 500 feet, to minimize 
the time that he would be a tar- 
get for enemy fire. 

He landed halfway between 
two enemy trenches and took 
off running. After about 100 
yards, he made it to the top of a 
hill, waving his arms and shak- 


ing hands with himself, con- 
gratulations that he’d made it. 
The two pilots who had accom- 
panied him down ran interfer- 
ence for him, firing at the 
North Koreans, allowing him to 
hold his position. H 
Meanwhile, a rescue hpli- 


took off. Before it had flown two 
miles, the chopper was hit, and 
it went down. There were sur- 
vivors, and they were seen 
being marched off at gunpoint 
by the North Koreans. 

His parents received 
telegram on June 26, stating 
that he was missing in action, 
that his plane had been hit by 
enemy fire. Ronald Eaton was 
never heard from again. 

His eight siblings are all alive 
today, 52 years after the plane 
was shot down. One sister, 
Joyce Dalton, said she is sad- 
dened when she attends 
Memorial Day services at 
Wildwood Cemetery, to see the 
dwindling number of people 
who turn out to pay tribute to 
the soldiers.

Thomas Ryan is getting set to 
i®tire in July after 32 years 
with the Tewksbury Fire 
Department. 
; Ryan achieved a Bachelor's 
Degree from Bowdoin College 
Maine in 1970 and received 
fs appointment as a 
»wksbury firefighter in 1972, 
hinder Fire Chief Bill 
Phandler. 
‘Ryan continued his educa- 
fion graduating from 
Massachusetts College of 
Pharmacy in 1975. He took a 
part time job at Sheehan’s 
Pharmacy. 
» Sheehan's remained a part- 
time gig for Ryan as his 
bareer with the Tewksbury 
Fire Department flourished. 


Ryan accepted a promotion to 
ficutenant in 1977 and 
teceived an Associate's 
Degree in Fire Science from 
Middlesex Community 
College in 1978. He reached 
the rank of Captain in 


February of 1987 and then 
quickly jumped behind the 
chief's desk in August of 1988. 


‘ Throughout those years, 
Ryan and his wife, Donna, a 
teacher in Lowell, raised their 
children, Colleen, Tommy, 
and Michael 


‘ Looking back on well over a 
quarter of a century spent 
protecting the health and 
homes of Tewksbury resi- 
dents, Ryan sees a depart- 
ment ver: ilar to the one 
he originally signed on to. 

‘ Sure, equipment has been 
upgraded. In 1972, the 
department ran an old 
Cadillac ambulance, which 
didn’t quite measure up to the 
ambulances running today. 
‘There were certainly no 
defibrillators on the old 
Caddy. Ryan was instrumen- 
(al in bringing defibrillators 
lo the department sometime 
around 1989, following a near 
ir ‘agedy on the golf course. 

+ Ryan was playing at the 
Longmeadow Golf Course 
With retited Chief of Police 
John Sullivan, Sullivan sunk 
an exceptionally long putt, 
raised his arms over his head 
in celebration and was struck 
by a heart attack.

equipped with defibrillators. 

There is no room for doubt, 
according to Ryan, that 
Sullivan would not have sur- 
vived that day, had it not been 
for the timely administration 
of the defibrillators. 

That incident convinced 
Ryan that Tewksbury also 
needed to equip its ambu- 
lances with defibrillators. 
They weren't in the budget, so 
he went ahead and found a 
way to raise $21,000 in private 
donations and purchased 
three sets. 

In 2003, Tewksbury was 
declared to be a Heartsafe 
Community by the 
Department of Public 
Health’s Office of Emergency 
Medical Services and the 
American Heat Association. 
Only a handful of cities and 
towns in the area have 
achieved such status, which 
recognizes communities that 
have made significant steps 
in saving lives of people who 
have suffered sudden cardiac 
arrest. 

Ryan feels that the number 
of defibrillators, along with 
the total of emergency per- 
sonnel trained to use the 
defibrillators, contributed sig- 
nificantly to the town's attain- 
ing Heartsafe status. 

Ryan was a member of the 
Building Committee for the 
re-building of the South Fire 
Station and takes pride in the 
finished product. 

“The building is beautiful 
and functional, and we were 
able to do it at a reasonable 
cost,” Ryan says. 

In fact, Ryan has never 
shied away from volunteering 
spare time to the community 
or his profession. He was 
part of the Town Common 
Committee in the early 90's 
and recently was a member 
of the Mills Study Committee. 
He is a member of the Fire 
Chiefs _ Association of 
Massachusetts and has 
served on that organization's 
Board of Directors. He is a 
member of the International 
Association of Fire Chiefs 
and is currently the Training 
Coordinator of the Fire 
Academy for North Middlesex 
East. 

Ryan has overseen the suc- 
cessful merger of a combined 
dispatch center between the 
Fire Department and the 
Police Department, as well as 
the computerization of the 
department.

Cressman looks back over 
Ryan’s career and sees many 
hallmarks, such as the imple- 
mentation of the E-911 sys- 
tem, his supervision of the 
construction of the public 
safety building, and more. 
Cressman especially points 
toward the cooperative spirit 
existing between the fire 
department and all other 
departments, but particularly 
between the fire and police 
departments, a spirit not nec- 
essarily common in other 
communities. 

“Sometimes people don't 
understand how valuable that 
truly is,” Cressman says. 

Ryan received his promo- 
tion to chief right around the 
same time that his close 
friend John Mackey received 
his promotion to Chief of 
Police. 

“The good relationships that 
we had personally and profes- 
sionally helped establish the 
good relationship between the 
departments,” Ryan says. 

Mackey spoke similarly of 
Ryan just before his own 
retirement in December 2003. 

“He and I have had a won- 
derful relationship,” Mackey 
said. “I am proud to call him 
a friend.” 

Ryan has successfully con- 
tinued the rapport with 
Tewksbury’s new Chief of 
Police, Alfred Donovan. 

“He’s a great guy and a true 
professional,” Donovan says 


of Ryan. “It is always a 
pleasant experience whenev- 
er I work with him. The town 
is always more important to 
him than any minor squab- 
bles that may come up 
between the Police and Fire 
ts.” 

He and Mackey certainly 
felt that the best interests of 
the town outweighed their 
own interests during the 
financial downturn of the 
early 1990's. 

The town was facing very 
difficult financial times and 
they were looking at 
inevitable lay-offs and the 
closing of the North Fire 
Station and, possibly, the 
South Fire Station. 

Ryan and Mackey got 
together and worked out a 
plan.” All department heads 
took a voluntary pay cut and 
firefighters worked overtime 
shifts for compensatory time- 
off as opposed to pay. With 
those agreements in place, 
the Board of Selectmen put 
together a temporary trash 
fee to cover the remaining 
deficit. 

Residents were not neces- 
sarily pleased to pay a trash 
fee, but the selflessness of 
Ryan and others saved the 
town from lay-offs and clo- 
sures and insured town ser- 
vices during very trying 
times. 

Ryan will be greatly missed, 
no doubt about it, but he is 


confident that the next person 
to jump behind the chief's 
desk is up to the challenge. 

Richard Mackey, brother of 
former Police Chief John 
Mackey, has been appointed 
to the position. 

“Rickey is a good guy,” 


Ryan said. “He has been here 
for a quite a while and he has 
all the respect of the men. He 


is going to do fine.” 


Conservation Director Lynn 
Duncan resigns

Duncan’s watch involved the 
‘Town Meeting acceptance in 
1994 of the Central Business 
District zoning bylaw that 
allows for mixed uses. 
Buildings, under this zoning, 
include commercial/retail on 
the first floor and residential on 
the second. The Richard Stuart 
and the Richard Stuart, Jr. 


Buildings on Middlesex Avenue 


are prime examples of this type 
of development. A similar 
development is slated for 1 
Church Street (the empty spot 
at the corner of routes 62 and 
38). 

“This type of zoning provides 
housing choices while being 
consistent with New England 
character,” Duncan noted. 


Duncan was also pleased to 
see a new Master Plan com- 
pleted and adopted for the first 
time since 1970. 

“The development of the 
Master Plan was truly a grass- 
roots effort,” she said. 

In working with the Master 
Plan Committee, Duncan was 
able to establish —_ the 
Conservation Subdivision 
Bylaw, which states that a 
builder must set aside 35 per- 
cent of division as open space. 
So far, over 42 acres have been 
donated to the Conservation 
Commission as a result. 

When Duncan started working 
for Wilmington, the town had 
2.7 percent of its housing stock 
deemed affordable. These 
days, the town is waiting for the 


state to make official a figure 
that deems 9.13 percent of local 
housing as affordable. Such a 
percentage brings the town 
closer to the mandated figure 
of 10 percent under Chapter 40B 
of Massachusetts General Law. 

“We as a town may not have 
chosen the locations of the 40B 
developments built, but we have 
been successful in negotiating 
significant mitigation to make 
them palatable,” Duncan said. 

Duncan does, however, depart 
with hopes that some issues 
will be resolved in Wilmington’s 
future. 

“It is tough to leave in the 
middle of things,” she said. “I 
would like to see the 
Inclusionary Zoning Bylaw 
passed.” 


The Inclusionary Bylaw will 
require developers to provide 15 
percent of any development of 
more than 8 units for affordable 
housing. Developers providing 
more than 15 percent receive a 
density bonus. Affordable units 
are protected by a 99-year deed 
restriction. 

Caira describes the time that 
Duncan has spent with 
Wilmington as incredibly pro- 
ductive and expects to attract 
top-level candidates for the 
position due to the foundations 
that she has laid down, 

“The Town of Wilmington ‘is 
going to miss her greatly,” 
Caira said. “We certainly wish 
her well in the challenges 
ahead.”

ic recommendations, the first of 
which is the enactment of an 
Inclusionary Zoning Bylaw, 
which will require developers to 
provide a specified minimum 
number of affordable housing 
units whenever creating market 
rate units. 

“A growing number of com- 
munities in Massachusetts have 
turned to this zoning tool as a 
way to increase the affordable 
housing stock,” Wilmer said. 

The second recommendation 
will call for a density bonus 
offered to developers creating 
affordable housing as part of a 
redevelopment project on an 
existing site. The third recom-

mendation calls for amending 
the accessory apartment bylaw 
to allow for both new and exist- 
ing housing stock. 

Current bylaws do not allow 
for accessory apartments, often 
referred to as in-law apart- 
ments, to be built onto new con- 
struction. 

The fourth recommendation 
of the AHP will create Mixed- 
Use Overlay Districts in 
Neighborhood Activity Centers 
(NACs). Such an Overlay 
District would establish higher 
density housing along with non- 
residential uses in areas such 
as the Town Center, the vicinity 
of Dinette World in North 
Wilmington, which is currently 
zoned as General Business and 
General Industrial, and the 
intersection of Lowell and 
Woburn Streets, known as 
Perry’s Corner. 

Building affordable housing 
on suitable town-owned land is 
the fifth recommendation. 
According to Duncan, the town 
has already built three such 
units on town-owned land. 


The creation of a Community 
Development Corporation 
(CDC) is recommendation 
number 6. A CDC is a non-prof- 
it developer generally con- 
structing affordable housing by 
means of funding available only 
to non-profit organizations. 

The 7th recommendation calls 
for a commitment to making 
public outreach and education 
a significant part of the AHP 
throughout its existence. 

“The best way to advocate for 
this plan is to ensure that there 
is adequate public input, partic- 
ipation, and education,” 
Wilmer said. “The develop- 
ment and dissemination of out- 
reach materials is vital to the 
successful implementation of 
this plan and should be an 
ongoing effort.” 

The 8th recommendation is to 
establish a committee consist- 
ing of a representative from the 
Master Plan Committee, the 
Historical Commission, the 
Conservation Commission, and 
other key stakeholders, to con- 
tinue discussions regarding the

Community Preservation Act 
(CPA). The committee will fur- 
ther explore the CPA and will 
examine ways in which other 
communities have enacted and 
utilized it. 

According to Duncan, 
Wilmington’s affordable hous- 
ing stock is unofficially at 9.13 
percent, That number includes 
the recently accepted Regency 
Place and a number of 
rehabbed units that are await; 
ing official certification from 
the state. 

Despite the town’s close prox- 
imity to the state-mandated 10 
percent threshold, an AHP. is 
desperately needed to maintain 
the 10 percent threshold consid 
ering future development. 

Additionally, Duncan points 
out, whether the town is at the 
10 percent mark or not, the 
community continues to have 
significant need for affordable 
housing. ;

that I've raised between $15,000 
and $20,000,” Barry states. “As 
a team, we believe we're 
around the $250,000 mark.” 
Barry, who loves to ski, par- 
ticularly enjoyed running 
through the Rocky Mountains, 
but it was his jaunt along Route 
50 through the desert that 
proved most memorable. 
“That’s the loneliest road in 
the USA,” Barry says. “I ran it 
and realized that 150 years ago 
folks put all their belongings 
into a wagon and traveled 
through this region with no idea 
what they were up against. 
Now that was a challenge.” 
There were, of course, long 
stretches of uneventful miles 
that gave way to boredom and 
fatigue. During these rough 
patches, Barry found that 
thoughts of his wife and son 
served as a fresh wind at his 
Back, whisking him along, step 


by step, filling him with the 
belief that they were beside him 
in what was truly, at heart, a 
family effort. 

“I spoke every evening to 
Michael and Joannie,” Barry 
says. “Michael would ask me 
where I was at that point, and 
then he’d go mark it on his 
map. I sent him postcards 
from any interesting stops 
along the way, and he attached 
them to his map as well.” 

Barry also had someone else 
keep him company on the road, 
a person who knows, with a cer- 
tain eloquence, a thing or two 
about the dusty roads of 
America and the variety of 
faces that lines them. 

“I listened to a lot of Bruce 
Springsteen and the E Street 
Band for inspiration,” Barry 
says. 

On Tuesday, May 25, Barry 
and his teammates finally 
reached their destination. 


“Running into Fenway Park 
was very exciting,” he says. 
“We had a police escort as we 
ran along Brookline Avenue. 
Many folks shouted their sup- 
port to us. As we turned the 
corner on Landsdowne Street, 
we saw a huge crowd of family 
and friends waiting to greet 
us.” 

Barry and the other trekkers 
entered Fenway Park through 
the gate in center field and ran 
along the warning path to home 
plate, where representatives of 
the five charities were there to 
greet them. 

It was, however, Barry’s final 
destination, just a few miles 
beyond that finish line at 
Fenway, that proved most sur- 
prising and rewarding. 

“One of the more special 
things that happened to me was 
on the night I arrived home,” 
Barry says. “I pulled up to my 
house and saw a big cluster of 


‘Welcome Home!’ balloons fly- 
ing in the yard. There was a 
huge ‘Congratulations’ banner 
attached to the house.” 

Barry walked into his house 
and thanked his wife for putting 
together such a warm welcome 
home, She told him that she 
had nothing to do with the bal- 
loons and banners. 

“We learned that my son’s 
third grade class had made the 
banner,” Barry says. “All of his 
classmates had signed it, and 
his teacher bought the balloons 
and drove to our home and set 
everything up. What more can 
you ask for?”

tion, but he stresses that 
Wilmington officials have no 
control over the issuing of the 


watering ban. Woods recom- 
mends that residents call their 
state legislators if they are 
unhappy with the current situa- 
tion, as change can only be 
affected at the state level. 
Water shortages have become 
a statewide problem, according 
to Woods. The state is seeing a 
dire need for water conserva- 
tion and views outdoor irriga- 


tion as an unnecessary use of 
an increasingly * valuable 
resource. 

“The state of Massachusetts is 
trying to stop all watering of 
lawns statewide, but particular- 
ly within the Ipswich River 
Watershed,” Woods said. 

According to recent govern- 
mental studies, the Ipswich 
River Watershed has been dan-

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a: steady flow of oxygen. 
Reinhart is a bit more fortu- 
nate, in that she must carry a 
portable tank with her, but she 
only needs it occasionally 
throughout the day. 

““T usually only use my oxygen 
tank after I go on my treadmill 
or:go up a flight of stairs,” says 
Reinhart. “Basically, with this 
disease, you never know. One 
minute, you can be able to walk 
up a flight of stairs and not 
need the oxygen; another 
minute, you need to guzzle it 
down.” 

Unfortunately, there is not an 
effective treatment or a cure 
for ‘the disease. Any agents 
designed to treat lung scars are 
still in their experimental phas- 
es, while all treatments 
employed to suppress inflam- 
mation have shown only limited 
success. 

Concrete causes for the dis- 
ease are also lacking. Doctors 
and scientists have only theo- 
ries, which so far tend to point 
fo‘an auto-immune disorder or 
a‘viral infection or a genetic 
Predisposition in the patient. 
Currently, it is believed that the 
fibrotic process is a reaction to 
a microscopic injury to the 
hifg. 

‘While causes may not be 

khown, Pulmonary Fibrosis 
as, however, been associated 
With pollutants, certain medica- 
ffons, therapeutic radiation and 
sich diseases as Scleroderma, 
Rheumatoid Arthritis, Lupus 
and Sarcoidosis. 
“Reinhart is one of approxi- 
‘nately 200,000 people who have 
Pulmonary Fibrosis in the 
Ufrited States. As many as 5 
nililion people throughout the 
world have the disease. 

“One day, I had flu-like symp- 
toms,” Reinhart recalls about 
fier discovery in 2001 that she 
Ried Pulmonary Fibrosis. 
“Everybody thought it was 
allergies, things like that. My 
doctor gave me all sorts of 
medicines, such as Benadryl, 
but none of them worked. One 
day, I'm walking seven miles. 
The next day, I couldn’t even 
walk up a flight of stairs. I 
went to my doctor again and 
had an x-ray. He said, ‘Wow, 
you're full of fibrosis.” 

: The fibrosis came on fast. In 
just four months, Reinhart’s 
dung capacity plummeted from 
100 percent to 35 percent. She 

ys the condition frequently 


makes her feel as though she 
has a plastic bag pulled tightly 
over her head. Basically, she 
adds, the disease amounts to a 
slow suffocation to the point of 
death, 

“I've been at 35 percent lung 
capacity for the past two 
years,” she says. “The life span 
of people with my type of 
Pulmonary Fibrosis is four to 
six years. Knock on wood, I 
have been stable. I can’t lift 
anything over five pounds, but I 
can drive and do other things. 
I'm independent.” 

Reinhart credits such stability 
to a new experimental drug, 
taken with Prednazone, called 
Gamma-Interferon, which 
attempts to stop inflammation 
in the lungs. Currently, though, 
she is exploring alternative 
forms of treatment, such as 
embryonic stem cells, or thera- 
peutic cloning, for the incur- 
able disease. Such cloning is 
legal only in South Korea. 

She began her research by 
turning to the Pulmonary 
Fibrosis Foundation —_in 
Chicago. She has worked 
steadily with members of the 
foundation to get to the bottom 
of the troubling, mysterious dis- 
ease, 

“We're trying to see if the dis- 
ease is hereditary or genetic or 
environmental or viral,” she 
says. “It could be anything. 
Nobody knows yet. There are a 
130 different causes that could 
trigger Pulmonary Fibrosis. 
They can’t pin it down to exact- 
ly what it is.” 

After two years of research, 
Reinhart has come to the con- 
clusion that her Pulmonary 
Fibrosis stemmed from a con- 
nective tissue disorder, which is 
genetic, and Gastro Reflux, a 
disease know as gerd in which 
spicy food prompts inflamma- 
tion in the lungs. Nobody in 


Reinhart’s family has ever had 
the disease.

The support group, which is 
sponsored in part by the 
Pulmonary Fibrosis 
Foundation and the Caring 
Voice Coalition of Idaho, will 
meet in Classroom C of the 
Lawrence Memorial School of 
Nursing at 170 Governors 
Avenue in Medford, 
Massachusetts. The 90-minute 
meetings, which will start at 
ten in the morning, take place 
on June 8, 15 and 22 and July 20 
and 27. More meetings will 
occur in August and September, 
but their locations and times 
are not yet certain. 

Reinhart, who was once a stu- 
dent teacher at the Wildwood 
School in Wilmington, has 
designed the curriculum of the 
meetings. The first meeting, on 
June 8, will give group mem- 
bers a chance to get to know 
one another and discuss the 
fundamentals of the disease. 
The meetings of the weeks to 
follow will, respectively, cover 
exercise techniques, coughing 
flare-ups, medication for the 
disease, feelings of denial ver- 
sus acceptance, and lung trans- 
plants 


At the yet unscheduled meet- 
ings later this summer and fall, 
the group will discuss stem cell 
research, oxygen usage, self 
management techniques, finan- 
cial assistance, living wills, 
communicating with doctors, 
relaxation techniques and fre- 
quently asked questions. 

According to Reinhart, there 
has never been a support group 
of this kind in New England 
because Pulmonary Fibrosis is 
so rare. She hopes many will 
attend her meetings, which will 
be very specific in scope. 

“I’m not a professional in 
health care, so 1 am not going 
to be giving out medical advice 
at these meetings,” Reinhart 
says. “I am going to give my 

personal

gerously depleted due to exces- 
sive withdrawals by municipali- 
ties, 

“Municipal water withdrawals 
in the Ipswich basin collective- 
ly average about 30 million gal- 
lons per day,” states the 
Charles River Watershed 
Association. “DEP is charged 
with regulating these with- 
drawals to ensure a balance 
among water uses and protec- 
tion of the water resource 
itself. However, DEP’s (Water 
Management Act) permitting 
decisions have failed to achieve 
these goals, and it has given 
resource protection, habitat 
and recreational uses short 
shrift.” 

The DEP issues Water 
Management Permits (WMP) 
to any entity capable of with- 
drawing 100,000 gallons of 
water a day and reviews those 
permits every 5 years. The 
DEP has recently stipulated, 
through Wilmington’s WMP, 
that the town may put restric- 
tions on private wells. 
Wilmington has a court date of 
June 21, 2004 to seek relief from 
that condition. 

“The town does not feel that it 
should regulate private wells,” 
said Woods.

Final grades are in 
for diamond teams

With two more weeks of high 
school play left, the wonder 
now is if any of the teams 
entering post season play have 
anything left in the excitement 
tank. We shall see. 

Certainly there have been 
much brighter moments in 
Wilmington than Tewksbury in 
the overall school season. In 
the fall, the Wildcats enjoyed 
strong runs by the golf, boys 
and girls soccer and volleyball, 
while the field hockey team was 
eliminated in the first round. 
The football team came one 
play away from advancing to 
the playoffs for the first time 
since 1976. 

In the winter, the boys basket- 
ball team went to the North 
final, while the girls basketball, 
boys and girls hockey teams 
were eliminated in the first 
round. 

Actually of the 14 teams (not 
counting cross country, indoor 
and outdoor track and 
wrestling) all but four qualified 
for the post season play with 
three of them (boys and girls 
tennis and baseball) coming in 
the spring, and the other being 
football. 

In Tewksbury, just the field 
hockey team qualified in the 
fall, while the boys hockey and 
girls basketball teams qualified 
in the winter. Here in the 
spring, the girls tennis, base- 
ball and softball teams have 
qualified, but the first two did it 
despite having losing records. 
That means of their 13 teams 
(excluding wrestling, track and 
cross country) just 5 of them 
qualified for the tournament. 

So before we enter the final 
state tournament of this school 
season, let's reflect over the 
spring season with the team’s 
final grades. 


Softball 

Wilmington — The prediction 
was 17-3 and the team finished 
at 18-2. Not bad. The ‘Cats also 
finished in a three-way tie for 
the league title, giving them a 
share of the title for the fourth 
straight season. And of the 18 
wins, all of them came on a 
shut out by pitcher Jackee 
Joyce, including a third of them 
coming on a “ho-hitter, while 
several others could have been 
added but were given base hits 
on marginal calls. 

Head coach Bob Surran had 
three dynamite players coming 
into this season with Joyce, 
Lauren Rappoli and Shannon 
Fahey. Obviously with those 
three players the team should 
have been predicted with at 
least 14-15 wins because the 
battery is that strong. However, 
he deserves a lot of credit 
because he had to quickly 
realign his defense through a 
handful of circumstances and 
now over the last half of the 
season, the team’s defense is 
much better than it was in the 
early goings. 

Certainly one can always dis- 
cuss or disagree with coaching 
strategies in any sport, and 


sure in the game of softball you 
can always talk strategy. 
However, as quickly as you can 
second guess Surran, you can’t 
argue with the success of three 
league titles and three straight 
18 win seasons. Next year 
though will be a huge telling 
tale, as this year’s team gradu- 
ates a lot of players, including a 
handful of several key posi- 
tions. 

As long as the pitching and 
defense comes to play in the 
tournament, Wilmington could 
go very far.

Tewksbury -- If you're a

This year’s team had talent, 
but it missed one major ingrie- 
dient: a proven No. 1 starter, 
The ‘Cats had a handful of very 
good No. 2 pitchers but they 
didn’t have the go to guy to end 
a losing streak. The second 
thing that hurt them was 
defense. Two years in a row the 
defense has let the team down, 
while the hitting has been pret- 
ty good for the most part. 

You can say that strategy 
could have something to do

having two freshmen play most 
of the season on the left side of 
the infield. If you’re a “glass 
half empty” kind of a person 
you'll see that the Redgals lost 
five out of six games in the mid- 
dle of the season, including sev- 
eral they won’t want to remem- 
ber anytime soon. 

But what has happened 
throughout the tale of three 
seasons - 41, 1-5 and 7-2 — is 
that Liz Mucica has emerged as 
a top No. 1 pitcher, Christie 
Costello has emerged as a very 
solid ball player at the hot cor- 
ner, Sherin Elliott has provided 
good spark in the bottom of the 
order, and catcher Danielle 
Delponte continues to get bet- 
ter and better behind the plate. 

With Mucica doing her part, 
the team just has to play 
defense in the state tourna- 
ment, and the hitting will take 
care of itself, as long as 
Tewksbury can stay off the rise 
pitch which they have a bad 
habit of chasing (it’s an 
extremely tough pitch to lay off 
though). When the team is on, 
they can play with the best 
which they have proven. When 
the team is off, they are noth- 
ing more than a below average 
mediocre team. 

However, with the loads of 
young talent this team has, next 
year should be very interesting 
as they should be a frontrunner 
in the regular and post season. 
Until now, the questions of 
whether they are for real or not 
this season will depend on their 
defense. 

The pre-season prediction was 
10-10 and they finished 12-8.

Baseball 

Wilmington — Once again if 
you're a glass half filled kind of 
person you can say that the 
baseball team has improved 
each year under Aldo Caira 
going from 5 to 6 to 7 wins in 
each of the three years.

and 3 which to me is a joke. 

That said, take away this 
week, when the team suffered 
three losses and scored two 
runs, this was a pretty good 
season. The Redmen are very 
young and certainly a handful 
of players —_ dramatically 
improved from April to now, so 
that’s a productive season. 

This time next year the 
Redmen should be extremely 
good. Matt Monico is going to 
be a stud - he has the arm and 
the mechanics to be one of the 
better pitchers around. Bill 
Lavigne is a solid No. 2 he just 
needs some polishing. Jay 
Fagone certainly has the make- 
up to be a solid contributor on 
the mound as well.

He was named to the 
Northeast-10 All Conference 
third team, and was also 
named Freshman of the Year 
for the Northeast-10 after a reg- 
ular season in which he batted 
.327 with 64 hits, nine doubles, 
35 runs scored and 24 RBI. He 
also set a team record with 453 
putouts at first base. He didn’t 
let up once the playoffs arrived, 
as he was named to the All 
Regional Team in _ the 
Northeast Region. 

Davis meanwhile, had an 
ERA of 3.86, with one save and 
33 strikeouts in just 25.2 innings 
pitched. Opponents batted just 
.213 against him. Rappoli 
earned a 64 record with an 
ERA of 4.46 and had 43 strike- 
outs on the season. 

“Coming as a freshman and 
having the team go the World 
Series and having all of the 
individual honors was in some 
ways to good to be true,” Rocco 
said. “But as a team we all 
earned everything we had.” 

Rocco, who starred in both 
football and basketball, along 
with baseball while at 
Tewksbury High, had to give up 
football and basketball when he 
entered college. While it was 
tough to give up two of his

Frustrating season finally comes to a halt

Finishing this season with a 
7-13 record, and now with a 
record of 1643 through his 
first three years as head 
coach, Aldo Caira said the 
frustration has certainly 
mounted like nothing he 
could have imagined. 

“Going into the season I 
thought we were a state tour- 
nament team,” he said after 
his team dropped four of its 
last five games including 
three this past week to North 
Andover, Ipswich and 
Reading. “After seven games 
we had four wins and we were 
playing some really good 
teams. At that time we were 
within the top few teams of 
the league and we were think- 
ing we had a shot at the 
league title if we could hold 
onto things.

But after the seventh game, 
Wilmington hit a major wall. 

“To finish 7-13 is just very 
frustrating and dishearten- 
ing,” said Caira. “It’s just 
very disappointing. We had 
talent, no question about it 
we had enough to get into the 
state tournament. But I think 
the kids hit a stretch where 
we lost five in a row and we 
just couldn't find a way to get 
out of it and recover. There 
would be games where we 
would get the pitching and 
defense but not get the_hit- 
ting, or we would get the hit- 
ting and defense but not the 
pitching or we would get the 
pitching and hitting and not 
the defense. We just couldn't 
put it all together. I’d say this 
past weekend in the Scanlon 
Memorial tournament was 


the closest we came 
putting it all together. It ee 
just a very frustrating sea- 
son. I know this team had tal- 
ent and I firmly believe it had 
enough to get into the state 
tournament.” 

Besides not being able to 
mix in the three ingredients 
all at once, Caira said there 
were two other big factors of 
going 3-10 in the final 13 
games. 

“We really didn’t (have a 
No. 1 pitcher),” he said. “We 
were hoping (Jon) Stark 
would be before the season 
started but his ankle injury 
really threw the rotation for a 
loop. His last two outings he 
pitched great, the way he is 
capable of against 
Manchester and then throw- 
ing three and two thirds 
against Reading before com- 
ing ont with a blister. We had 
the relievers, the closer but 
we just didn’t have that num- 
ber one guy to go too. 

“Between that and the lack 
of clutch hitting cost us. Our 
on base percentage was well 
over .400 for the entire team 
and we had a lot of kids finish 
the season with at least a .400 
on base percentage, but we 
couldn't get the clutch hits 
when we needed them.” 

After losing to North 
Andover last Wednesday to 
push their record to 6-11 
which officially eliminated 
them from the tournament, 
Wilmington defeated 
Manchester-Essex, 4-3, in a 
come from behind extra 
inning game on Thursday.

“Lynne Gordon is hitting 
the trail,” notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.” 

“The Wilmington resident 
and second grade teacher at 
the Woburn Street School has 
been named the Teacher on 
the Trail, a national distine- 
tion that guarantees her a 
high profile at next year’s 
Iditarod Sled Dog Race in 
Alaska, 

“The Iditarod is a sled dog 
race that's held during the 
first Saturday in March to 
commemorate the 1925 life- 
saving run to bring serum to 
the children of Nome, 
Alaska, to save them from 
dying from diphtheria, The 
first Iditarod was held in 
March of 1973; in the decades 
since, the race has become 
known as Alaska’s greatest 
sporting event. 

“Each year, one teacher in 
the United States is selected 
to be the Teacher on the 
Trail, a position in which the 
chosen educator leads a 
nation of students in lessons 
about the race. 

“This is Gordon's race. 

“It took a while for the 
victory to sink in because 
she had braced herself for 
the chance that she would 
not be one of three nation- 
wide finalists to emerge as 
this year's Teacher on the 
Trail. 

“Il had armed myself 
against disappointment,’ 
Gordon says. ‘When I found 
out I was not as out of con- 
trol with enthusiasm as my 
colleagues: 

“That soon changed. At 
school, she approached 
Principal Robert Arsenault 
and extended her hand. She 
surprised him by saying she 
figured he'd like to shake the 
hand of the new Teacher of 
the Trail, Arsenault, who has 
energetically supported 
Gordon in her efforts, 
became eager to share the 
good news with the students 
and faculty.

Gordon was making copies 
on the Xerox machine during 
her planning _ period,

Change 
management 
in Wakefield 


“Curriculum alterations is 
one area that Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools 
Michael Malinowski has 
aimed his focus,” notes the 
Wakefield edition of the

Crowded gyms and countless 
hours spent on a treadmill may 
be one way to exercise, but 
wouldn't enjoying the sunshine 
and fresh air while spending 
time with family and friends be 
much more pleasant? 

Well, if the great outdoors 
are more appealing than the 
typical gym, then here's a little 
insider tip that gardening 
enthusiasts have known for 
ages - gardening is a fabulous 
form of exercise. 

“All the digging, lifting, 
pulling and twisting that hap- 
pens as your garden in your 
backyard or even in smaller 
container gardens uses major 
muscle groups and helps you 
stay in shape,” explained 
Charlie Nardozzi, chief garden- 
ing office consultant for the 
Hilton Garden Inn hotels. 

“It makes perfect sense. 
Turning compost is a great 
alternative to weight lifting 
Raking simulates the exact 
motions of a rowing machine.

Studies that were performed 
at Stanford University’s Center 
for Research in Disease 
Prevention indicated that gar- 
dening provides a light to mod- 
erate degree of exercise.

star, spending a night with a

position to be filled, plus one 
extra. It should be noted that 
not all Departments are Civil 
Service, 

In this area, Lynnfield does 
not require a Civil Service 
exam. It draws its full-time fire- 
lightrers from its list of call 
firefighters, Lexington, admin- 
isters its own test and does not 
use the Civil Service test 

He credits the events of Sep: 
tember 11, 2001 with renewing 
same people's interests in 
becoming either a police 
officer or a firefighter. 

“9/11 kind of opened people's 
eyes as to what a police officer 
or a firefighter do,” Parr said 

He noted that the following 
year, in the spring of 2002, a 
large amount of young people 
took the civil service list to 
become firefighters. That list is 
just about to come to a close 


and the latest test was given on 
April 24. Those results are due 
out in August or September. 

Parr said, “It will be inter- 
esting to see if the 911 effect 
will continue in this exam.” 

The chief not only sees a 
growth in the popularity of the 
position, he also believes the 
number of females, as new 
recruits, is growing. 

During a recent visit to the 
Academy in Stow, Parr 
observed five women taking the 
basic firefighters course out of 
a class of 37.

curriculum. 

“Massachusetts’ recruit pro- 
gram is one of the best in the 
country,” Par claimed. “It 
delivers to the fire departments 
an employee that is certified as 
a Firefighter I/Firefighter II 
and is Hazardous Materials 
trained.” 

He added, “It gives a brand 
new firefighter tremendous 
practical training. The recruits 
get hands on training with the 
equipment they will be using on 
the iob.” 

According to Parr, “There is 
no way a community could pro- 
vide the kind of training the 
academy provides. We can't do 
it here.” 

In fact only Boston, Spring- 
field and Worcester are large 
enough to have their own fire 


academies.

The amount of openings for 
firefighters in area depart- 
ments are limited, according to 
a survey taken by Middlesex 
East for this story.
